indicated in the same heavy-face type shown by tho umiorlinings Ne 
Instead of Re for Reverse, we shouid have a wade-up letter § , so that 
it would not be confused with the letter Re On the Plates, this would 
have the additional advantage, that for Plate II, the first line could 
read Ca-4a-5; and for the fourth line on the piate, it would not be neces-— 
sary tc repeat the E for Nose & 9, 10. Also, on Plate III, the second 
line could drop the Fa for 14, 15 and 15a, with a Sonnnaeeys aneeyreeert . 
to the look of the plate. 
| This sounds horribly complicated, but if you will compare the piston 
i think you will find that it is not so. As soon as I hear from Rake ion 
shall go ahead. :
